THE BLACK PRINCE'S ARMY. 


the Largest E»3(ltsh Fleet Brer AaMuk 


bled Took the Soldier* to Franee. 


., Mr. W; O. Stoddard's serial. "With 
the Black Prince," gives in St. Nlcho 
laa an account of tbe splmidid army 
that accompanied the prince to tho bat 
tie of Crecy. Mr. Stoddard nays: 


It was the largest English fleet yel 


assembled, and the army going on 
board was also the best with which any 
English king had ever put to sea. Ii 
touoisted of picked men only. Of these, 
4,000 were men-at-arms, 6,000-were 
Irish, 12,000 were Welsh, bnt tbe most 
carefully* trained and disciplined par! 
of the force consisted of 10,000 bow- 
men. During a whole year bad Edward 
and his 'sou and his generals toiled to 
select and prepare the men and the weap- 
ons with which they were to meet the 
'Highly famed chivalry of the continent. 
An army selected from a nation of per- 
haps 4,000,000 of people was to contend 
witk an"ariny collected from France 
with b« 20,000,000, and from such al- 
lies of hers i>e Germany and Bohemia, 
re-enforced by large numbers of paid 
mercenaries. Among these latter wer< 
the croBsbowmen of Genoa gold to Phil- 
ip by the masters of that Italian oli- 
garchy. 


Edward's adventure had a seeming 


of great rashness, for already it was re- 
ported that the French king had mus- 
tered 100,0001 men. Full many a gal- 
lant cavalier iu armor of proof may 
well have wondered to hear, moreover, 
that Edward III, accounted the-fore- 
most general of his time, proposed to 
meet superior numbers of the best 
lances of Europe with lightly armored 
men on foot They knew not yet of the 
new era that was dawning upon the 
science of war. Edward and his bow- 
men were to teach the world more than 
one new lesson before that memorable 
campaign was over. Before this ho 
had shown what deeds might be wrought 
upon the sea by ships prepared and 
manned and led by himself. He had so 
crippled tbe naval power of his enc 
mies that there was now no hostile fleet 
strong enough to- prevent his present 
undertaking, although Philip had man- 
aged to send ont some scores of cruisers 
to dg whatever barm they could.

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FUSION OF SILVER FORCES. 


Hon.' W.: J. Bryati in a latter pub- 


lished in the Examiner of February 
12th advocates the fusion of silver 
forces in 1803, and gives reasons why 
co-operation should prevail. 
He iiays 


co-operation does not .contemplate the 
ttdandonment of party organization or 
tho surrender of..' 4ny political 'prin- 
ciples; nor is co-operation defended on 
the ground that the platforms of the 
three parties are identical. 
Cam- 


paigns generally turn upon a few is- 
sues, sometimes ' upon one, and events 
do much to determine which issue 
shall most absorb public attention. 


If the Democrats, Populists and Sil- 


ver Republicans were agreed upon bat 
one question, that question ' might be 
important enough to justify co-oper- 
ation, although all the parties differed 
on all other subjects; but those' who 
advocate a union of the principal re- 
form forces against the common enemy 
can point not to one, but to a number 
of reforms which are demanded with 
equal emphasis by 
the Democrats. 


Populists and Silver Bepublioans. 


First — They are unalterably opposert 


to gold monometallism. 


Second — They demand the immediate 


restoration of bimetallism at the pres- 


. 
ent ratio by the' independent action of 
this country. 


Third— They oppose the retirement 


of greenbacks. 


Fourth— They oppose the issue of 


paper money by National banks, 


Fifth— They oppose the issuance of 


interest-bearing bonds in 
time of 


peace. 


Sixth — They favor income tax as a 


means of raising a part of the revenue 
necessary to administer Federal Gov- 
ernment. 


Seventh— They favor the abolition of 


trusts. . 


Eighth — They are opposed to govern- 


ment by injunction. 
• ; 


.Ninth— They are in favor of arbitra- 


tion as a means of Battling disputes be- 
tween labor and capital. 


Here are nine issues which are not 


only important in themselves, but are 
now prominently before the public. 


Are not theae reforms worth secur- 


ing? Many millions of our people be- 
lieve tho reforms above enumerated 
will bring vast advantage to the pro- 
duceri of wealth, but whether tbe ad- 
vaniago be, much or liitle, these are 
the grounds which lie immediately in 
frou£ of ns>, and they mnst. be decided 
oneway or tho other' before the more 
remote questions, even though they be 
greater ones, can be seriously con- 
sidered. 
What, though there be ques- 


tions which may ultimately separate 
those who fought together in the last 
campaign, will the Democrats, Popu- 
lirts or Silver Republicans be the 
worse for having secured those things 
for whioh they are jointly contending? 


Agitation is a means to an end, not 


- the end itself. 
To secure a few things 


is better than to advocate many things 
.and'ge't uofhing. .Our opponents not 


s only recognize there is strength in 


union, but they also recognize that 
there is weakness in division",and there 
fore they may be expected to presen 
a united front whenever the interests 
of aggregated wealth are attacked, anc 
they, may be expected to spread dissen 
sions wherever possible among the re- 
form forces. 


The Democrats 
will 
be 
warned 


against becoming tainted with Popu- 
lism, and yet 
Jefferson denounced 


banks of issue, and Jackson entered 
into a contest with the money power 
before there was a Populist party, 
while the bimetallic system was estab- 
lished in tho United States before any 
political party was organized. 


Our enemies will warn the Popu- 


lists against association with Demo- 
crats, and with unstinted praise com- 
mend those who are credited with 
"potting principle above office." 


The 'Republican party will gladly 


leave the Populistu in possession of all 
principles, so long as tbe Republicans 
are permitted to hold all offices, be- 
cause political priuciples nre of no 
service to the public until they are en- 
forced, through tbe legislative, execu- 
tive and judicial departments of the 
Government.

City Council. 


The City Council met last night 


in regnlar session, a full, board being 
present except Mr. Wells who is ^ab- 
sent from the .State. After the usual 
order of business of opening theliOoun- 
cii jmdsbeen completed, Councilman 
Noyes moved that; the Finance Com- 
mittee prepare and enbmit a resolution 
at the next meeting, providing for the 
City tax levy for 1898.? Carried. 


Mr. Noyes then moved that tbe Fi- 


nance Committee submit a resolution 
at th-i> next regular meeting requesting 
;he Assessor as ex-officio City Assessor 
;o segregate the city property, real, iin- 
jrovements and personal for the year 
1898 and that a copy of the same be 
transmitted to the County Commis- 
sioners. 


A resolution was then offered, pre- 


caded by a preambls, that the Incor- 
poration Act does not make any pro- 
vision whereby the County Commis- 
sioners may transfer into the hands of 
the City Treasurer .of Eeno certain 
taxes levied by the County Commis- 
sioners in March, 1897, amoonting to 
15cents on tho $100 valuation, amount- 
ing to $2,618 63, and which nhonld be 
applied to.the road fund and be used 
on "the rofeds and streets within the 
corporate limits. It was therefoie or- 
dered that the County Commissioners 
be requested to make an official order 
that the said sum .of $2,618 63 be set 
aside for the road fund and to be used 
on the streets of the city of Beno from 
time to-time under the direction of the 
Commissioners and under the super- 
vision 
of 
the 
Superintendent of 


Streets.

What Manner of Man 


Bragg?

EDITOB STATE JOUENAL—Once more 


I seek permission to trespass upon 
your space and the time of your readers 
to direct Mr. A. 0. Bragg's attention 
to what has appeared at various dates 
in the columns of the Reno Gazette, of 
which he is the reputed editor. In 
this connection I am induced to ask 
whether the gentleman be a knave or an 
imbecile? It seems incredible that his 
memory is so faulty that he forgets in 
a day what appeared in his paper of 
the day preceeding. I have shown, I 
think, conclusively in a former com- 
munication that the gentleman who 
now represents Nevada in the House 
of Representatives and who has been 
three times elected by the silver men 
of the State to that honorable position, 
and who is designated "a Californian 
and non-resident" by the Reno Gazette, 
was invited by Mr. Bragg to become a 
candidate for that office before he had 
voted in Nevada. I was disposed to 
attribute Mr. Bragg's denial of this in- 
cident to the fact that some years had 
elapsed, since Mr Bragg had signed the 
invitation and that it had wholly es- 
caped his memory, but now I am at 
a loss to account for the gentleman's 
apparent forgetfulnoss of events which 
have transpired within a few days. For 
instance in a leading editorial m the 
Gazette of February 11,1898, Mr. Bragg 
says: 


Among other misstatements "Ar- 


gent," asserts that we have said Mr. 
Newlands is not a resident of Nevada. 
We have never said anything of the 
kind. 


How Mr. Bragg can make such a 


statement as that unless he considered 
himself wholly irresponsible, I leave it 
for others to account for, as I cannot, 
when the Gazette of February 4, 1898, 
just eight days ago, contained the fol- 
lowing: 


"And so long as the Democratic-Pop- 


ulist-Silver party of Nevada continues 
to send Califormans and non-residents 
to represent our great State in the 
Congress of the nation, it, (the Demo- 
cratic-Pop, etc.) should not say much 
if the administration sends us out a 
few foreigners.

Has he not been elected by what 
Mr. Bragg is pleased to call "the Dem- 
ooratio-Popuhst-Silver party of Ne- 
vada,"" and yet Mr. Bragg denies that 
he has ever said that Mr. Newlands is 
not a resident of Nevada and with 
brazen effrontry, in the face of what 
he said a week ago, and now of record

As we get deeper in >>ebt, the bond- 


holders tell us that capital is very 
timid and that the contiued demand 
by the silverites and Populists for a 
"debased currency" is impairing our 
credit at home and abroad, and may 
result in a panic. 


Mr. Editor, there is a very simple 


remedy for the deplorable financial 
condition of the people in the United 
States. Supplement the free coinage 
of silver with a. sufficient supply of 
genuine flat paper money to be put in 
circulation thronghjnternal improve- 
ments by the general government. Pay 
the bondholder in the name kind of 
money as is paid to the soldier, farmer 
or Itborer, and, if the emergency re- 
quires it, let Uncle Sam become the 
banker for the people of the United 
States.

Delpleu Blird* That Are Driven to Death 


by Flaroe Gales. 
. . I/ •' . 


Birds driven before the wind are toss- 


ed about relentlessly., and they-jrarely 
recover, their .balance 'after onoe being 
caught by the gale. Shore: birds are. 
either dashed upon the waves and made 
to swim for their lives or "they are hurl- 
ed violently against trees or other ob- 
jects and killed. Shore birds,,when fac- 
ing a gale, will take ."every ..advantage of 
trees, houses and hills, as ..defenses 
against the wind. They will close their 
wings and sink so close to the ground 
AS to get the protecting shelter of a 
hedge fence, and then swoop up again 
with renewed headway. They frequent- 
ly advance before the gale by a series. 
of side evolutions, flying at right angles 
to the wind until they have attained oon^; 
siderable velocity, and then wheeling 
about straight against the wind and 
making some headway before it pver- 
comes them. This operation is repeated 
continually nntil the desired place is 
reached. 
' 
, 


During onr fall and early winter 


gales partridges and quail are quite fre- 
quently blown out to sea by a strong 
hurricane, where some of them have 
been picked up By fishermen. In nearly 
all such instances they are caught by 
the gale whew high in the air, and be- 
fore they can recover themselves they 
are hurried but beyond' the shore and 
dropped into the water. 
With their 


plumage soaked with the spray they in- 
stantly become helpless and cannot 
reach the shore in the face of the -wind. 
On our inland lakes and rivers this is u 
more common sight than .along the 
ocean shore. 


,When once blown out to "sea, the 


shore birds have little chance of escape. 
Unable to battle against the heavy 
wind, they yield themselves to. their 
fate and drift about until the storm 
subsides. By that time they are likely 
to be so far from shore that they cannot 
reach it again, and they either fly or 
swim until they starve to death or die 
of exhaustion. Their dead bodies, along 
with those • of the hapless gulls; terns 
and herons, are Unally drifted upon 
some shore, where the waves leave them 
high and dry. After every heavy storm 
hundreds of such -luckless victims can 
be found on the beaches of our Atlantic 
coast. —Onr Animal Friends. 


Machinery and Modern Farming. 


The smallest implement upon a.big 


wheat farm is a plow. And from the 
plow to the elevator— from the first 
operation in wheat farming to tha last 
— one is forced to realize how the spirit 
of the age has made itself felt here and 
has reduced the amount of human labor 
to the minimum. The man who plows 
uses his muscle only Incidentally in 
guiding the machine. . The man who 
operates the harrow has half a dozen 
levers to lighten his labor. The "sower 
who goeth forth to sow, " walks leisure- 
ly behind a drill and works brakes. The 
reaper needs a quick brain and a quick 
hand,- bnt not necessarily a strong arm 
nor a powerful back. He works sitting 
down. 


The thrashers are merely assistants 


to a machine, and the men who heave 
the wheat into the bins only press but- 
tons. The most desirable farmhand is 
not the fellow who can pound 
the 


"mauling machine" most lustily at the 
county fair. He is the rnau with the 
cunning brain who can get tho most 
work out of a machine without break- 
ing it. The farm laborer in the west to- 
day, whore machinery is- employed, 
finds himself advanced to the ranks ol 
skilled labor and enjoys a position not 
widely different from that of the mill- 
hand in tho cast.. Bach is a tender of a 
machine. — William Allen White in 
Scribner 's. _
